WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 14.—All efforts of 
the German high command for the 
present are directed toward the sys- 


tematic dislocation of the British 
armies, Having failed to break the 
combinations between the British and 
French, the enemy has turned his sole 
attention northward and it appears 
likely thatt he Germans will continue 
tc throw all thely available strength 
in that direction. RS 

The enemy's plan seems to be to de- 
liver a succession of hammering blows 
at different points between the Som- 
me and the sea and with the desire 
of bringing about a British evacua- 
tion o fthe entire northern district of 
Irance, Six German armies are par- 
ticipating in the battle raging along 
the front. They are as follows: Von 
Arnim’s, von Quast's, Otto von Be- 
low’s, von Marwitz’s, von Hutler’s 
and von Boehm's, on the east of the

The Germans, owing to their pos-

British Airmen Continue to D 
Out Death and 
Destruction 


LONDON, April 13.—The follo 
official statement on aerial operat! 
was issued tonight: 

“Atmospheric conditions were 
vorable Friday and a great concen 
tion of our machines was effected 
the battle front. A large numbe 
low-flying machines were emplo' 
in bombing and sweeping with 4 
chine gun fire roads packed with 
emy troops, Thirty-six tons of bon 
were dropped and over 110,000 ro 
of ammunition were fired. 

“In the meantime, other formati 
flying at a greater height, enga 
the enemy planes, which were 
tremely lively in thig sector. F 
German machines were brought @ 
and twenty others were brought d 
out of control, Two were bro 
down by gun fire. Twelve of 
are missing. 

“Incessant bombing was carried 
between dark and dawn. Over t 
ty-two tons were dropped on 
Douai railway station and roads 
ing to the battle front in the neigh

The effect of the Edmonton charter 
amendments, sanctioned by the Pro- 
vincial legislature on Friday, among 


other things, will have an important 
effect upon the matter of any changes 
in the street railway fares, as it re- 
leases the city from an obligation un- 
der which it has labored from ever 
since the Strathcona street railway was 
taken on by the city. 

Under an agreement with the City 
of Strathcors ord the old tramways 
company, when the street railway was 
taken over by Strathcona it was geet 
out that fares should not be more 
than six tickets for a quarter, and 
this agreement held good when the 
amalgamation took place. Therefore 
it has always been a matter of question 
whether fares could legally be in- 
creased, 

New Provisions. 

The charter amendments now eanc- 
tioned provide that no matter what 
previous regulations existed that the 
elty shall have the right to alter the

Machine With a Pull,’’ Watched by an Interested Crowd—Trac- 
tor is Adaptable to All Ordinary Implements and Vehicles 
Found on the Farm 


The Moline Universal tractor, for 
which the H, C, May & Co,, Ltd., are 
the local distributors, demonstrated 
its ability to plow prairie sod satisfac- 
torily and rapidiy on Saturday after- 
noon on the flat west of the golf links, 
A crowd of yisitors got off the car at 
the corner of 121st street and walked 
down the hill to see this famous two- 
wheeled machine perform. A heavy 
shower of rain shortened the de-

“which it is attached, The tractor is 
adaptable to the ordinary implements 
and vehicles found on the farm, or it 
can be used with the special imple- 
ments manufactured by the well 
known Moline Plaw Co, When not 
attached to an implemeiuit, it can be 
hitched to a specially const: ucted 
truck or cart on which the driver can 
ride and which supports the tail of 
the steel steed.

Another important matter is that 
the legislature ratified the compound- 
ing of the penalties on the tax arrears 
for the years of 1912-18-14. 

City Had No Power Before. 

Up to that time the penalties had 
beer compounded annually, but City 
Assessor Walker discovered that the 
city had no power to do this, and it 
was discontinued. . 

This affected property which subse- 
quently went into tax sale lists, and it 
also put the city in the position that 
the owners could sue the city for the 
return of the compounded penalties, 

However, the action taken by the 
provincial legislature sets the matter 
straight inasmuch, that it frees the 
city from danger of being successfully 
sued for return of these compounded 
penalties.

tor is that the man sits on the imple- 
ment and there are no front wheels 
to drop in depressions or stick in soft 
earth or be shoved along at great 
logs of gasoline and power. The driy- 
er can ride on the drill and hitch the 
drag harrow behind the drill, The 
same man who rides on the binder can 
operate both tractor and binder. The 
weight of the machinery being balanc- 
ed on the drive wheels, more draw bar 
pull is thus added to the outfit, The 
speed can be varied from one to three 
miles per hour. As a tractor it is said 
to be as powerful as five horses, as 
enduring as seven horses, costing “less 
than four horses and taking less care 
than one horse, while it eats only 
while it works, On the belt for thresh- 
ing, choppifig grain or sawing wood 
it can develop ten or twelve horse 
power. 

The E. C, May Co., Ltd., expect to 
dispose of 25 of these tractors in this 
district this spring and will maintain 
a tractor service station in Edmon- 
ton, Ali parts for repairs for these 
tractors will be stocked at both Ed- 
monton and Calgary. 

The ground on which the’ de- 
monstration took place on Saturday 
was free from roots or stumps, but 
just to show what the outfit could do 
in case for any reason it was de- 
sired to retreat, the operator stopped 
and backed up, The machine operat- 
ed so easily that the pioneer onlooker 
vho had tugged and lugged at the old 
fashioned horse or ox power brush 
breaker noticed how much easier 
farming with such @ machine would 
be now.

Fine Weather of Past Week

Has Been Done, and Next Week Will Find All Busy. 


The past week has been favorable 
for the early ‘start of work in the 
fields, on the farms round about Ed- 


monton. The farmers have given 
their teams a few preliminary rounds 
on the fields of breaking and fall 
plowing, and in @ few cases the séed 
drills thave been used, The next few 
daya will see nearly all farmers hard 


at fi. 


Those farmers-:who have tractors 
have secured their supply of ofl and 
of them have been carefully 
studying how to keep their new fan- 
gled steeds from balking. 

Aa a result of the heavy snowfall, 
much of the water has soaked into 
the ground and there is abundant 
moisture for a good crop. From sume 


of the districts have come reports of 
operations starting two weeks earlier 
than last year, 

Over two hundred acres of wheat 
have been seeded in the Hilersiie dis- 
trict. Wheat seeding is also reported 
from south of Spruce Grove, Winter- 
burn, Excelsior and Sunnyside.

Protecting the Children. — 

The legislature has raised the 
age to which children are required 
to attend school from 14 to 15, a 
change which will likely meet 
with very general approval, des- 
pite conditions not altogether fa- 
vorable for extending the school 
period. The fact that labor is 
scarce and that the need of food 
production is more keen than ever 
before, creates a standing tempta- 
tion to farmers and others to with- 
draw children from &chool at the 
earliest possible age and put them 
to work. It is altogether to the 
credit of the legislature, and the 
people whose sentiment it reflects, 
that in face of this temptation the 
house not only refrained from 
lowering, but actually raised, the 
age limit for compulsory attend- 
ance, :

How dearly 
the British people have paid in 
blood and money for their unwil- 
lingness to promptly admit and 
face unfavorable facts in this pres- 
ent war will probably never be 
known. 


Loafing Is Illegal. 

An order-in-council dated April 
4th provides that ‘‘every male per- 
son residing in the Dominion of 
Canada shall be regularly engaged 
in some useful occupation.’’ The 
penalty for failing to be so em- 
ployed is a fine not exceeding $100 
and costs, and in default im- 
prisonment not exceeding six 
months. The enforcement of the 
law is left to the initiative of pri- 
vate parties and municipal and 
provincial authorities; the fine go- 
ing to the municipal or provincial 
treasury, according to which of 
the authorities start proceedings. 
Where action is started by a pri- 
vate party the fine is divided be- 
tween the treasury of the munici- 
pality and that of the province, It 
is a defence in action under this 
order-in-council that the accused 
is under sixteen years of age or 
over sixty, or that he is a student, 
or that he is on strike, or that he 
is physically unable to work, or 
that he cannot find employment 
within a reasonable distance. The 

agistrate is to decide as a ques- 
tidn of fact what constitutes ‘‘use- 
fn} oceupation’’ and ‘‘reasonable 
digtance.’’

Objection to the Military Service 
Act in Canada was not inaptly 
summarized by the expression that 
it would ‘‘make Quebec the Ire- 
land of Canada.’’ Premier Lloyd 
George appears to have launched 
upon a policy that is very likely to 
make Ireland the Quebec of Great 
Britain. As Sir Robert Borden 
lined up the people of the other 
provinces of Canada against the 
Province of Quebec, so it appears 
to be the aim of Lloyd George to 
array the people of England, Scot- 
land and Wales against Ireland, 
also on the question of compulsory 
military service. In hope, no doubt, 
of lessening the threatened resist- 
ance in Ireland, he proposes also 
to enact a measure of home rule. 
Just whether that will make con- 
scription more or less acceptable 
in Ireland, and more or less bene- 
ficial to Great Britain, remains to 
be seen. It may be that the course 
adopted is the best way, or the 
only way, of dealing with the Irish 


sition of conscription in Ireland is 
the only condition upon which the 


would consent to the further mea- 
sure of conscription declared ne- 
cessary; and that the announce- 
ment of home rule was the only 
condition under which the Gov- 
ernment dared undertake to en- 
force conscription in Ireland. But 
from the expression of Sir Edward 
Carson and John Dillon, it seems 
regrettably possible that instead 
of home rule carrying conscription 
in the Nationalist part of Ireland, 
and conscription making home 
rule acceptable to the Ulsterites, 
the effect will be to set

Wasting Public Money. 

Premier Stewart told the Legis- 
lature a few days ago that the Do- 
minion authorities do not yet know 
what they are going to do with the 
Mounter Police force, which was 
withdrawn from police duty more 
than a year ago. The statement is 
no doubt the result of 
| made during the recent conference 
lat Ottawa, and accords with the 
fact that the force has not yet been 
employed in any discoverable way. 
Almost inconceivable as it is, the 
fact appears to be that when the 
Dominion authorities withdrew 
this old and efficient force from 


they were doing it, and have not 
found out yet. As the Mounties 
were being withdrawn, the Provin- 
cial Government was put to the 
expense and responsibility of 
establishing a provincial force 
to do the work they had long per- 
formed to the general satisfaction. 
The estimates for the Provincial 
force were before the Legislature 
a few days ago, and the cost of 
maintaining this body for the com- 
ing year is placed at $341,000. 
Under the former arrangement the 
Province contributed a lump sum 
of $75,000 per year to cover the 
cost of maintaining the Mounted 
Police. There were other expenses, 
however, for detective and other 
services connected with the en- 
forcement of law, which are calcu- 
lated to have brought the total ex- 
pense up to about the amount re- 
quired to maintain the Provincial 
force.

GRANDE PRAIRIE} PEACE RIVER 


Sixty New Residents Arrive in 
One Day—Car After Oar 
of Live Stock

GRANDE PRAIRIE CITY, Alta. 
April 12.—An unprecedented influx 
of settlers is taking place in the town 
and district this spring.

craft, attacked the coast of Flanders 
Thursday night.

“A torpedo boat approaching Os- 
tend was set afire and the crew aban- 
doned it.
